SPRAY EARLY 

8praylng should be undertaken as 
soon as. or before, any fly Is seen and 
should be repeated about the fourth 
day. The reason for this Is that while 
the spray will kill the adults It may 
not account for the eggs. As these 
hatch out with remarkable repldlty 
It Is necessary to spray quite soon 
again In order to get the pest under 
control. 

Black Leaf Forty will also control 
the larvae of the Tortrlx moth’ which 
takes the form of a small caterpillar, 
very destructive to leaf and flower 
bud. Thrlp. leaf-hopper and the rose 
slug-worm may also be controlled In 
the same way. 

OTHER PESTS 

There are other caterpillars which 
Infest roses and which cannot be con¬ 
trolled by tobacco. These must be 
given poison, and this is how It Is 
done: Pour to six ounces of arsenate 
of lead powder to ten gallons of water 
must be applied in a fine mlst-llke 
spray In order to cover all the leaves 
of the plant with a coating of the 


poison, which will be eaten by the 
caterpillars. It is almost needless to 
say that thlk poison must be handled 
with care as It Is really dangerous. 
There are preparations advertised that 
are non-poisonus which are said to 
have the same effect, but the writer 
has had no experience with them. 

A GOOD SPRAYER 

The main thing about spraying la 
to have a really good sprayer. To do 
an effective Job the sprayer must have 
a pressure of fifty to sixty pounds 
to the square Inch, so that the spray 
hits the tree with force. 

Spraying should be carried out in 
dull weather and never in hot sun¬ 
shine as this may produce scorch. 
Fully opened flowers should not be 
sprayed as It will disfigure them. 

Spray early and often Is a good 
motto for those who want fine roses.

D ue to some queer quirk in 

human nature, it is hard for us to consider 
any trade or calling really interesting unless it has 
a fair element of danger in it. Disaster and sudden 
death are great stimulants to the imagination. A good 
half of the average man's interest in the sea, for in¬ 
stance, is undoubtedly due to the fact that ships oc¬ 
casionally leave port and are seen no more. Take 
away all trace of danger from any trade and you 
make of it something prosaic. 

There was a striking example of this just the 
other day. when a destructive gale rayaged shipping 
on the Great Lakes. A passenger steamer, disabled 
by a cracked steam pressure chest, drifted for two 
days close to a lee shore, with 135 people aboard. 
A 500-foot steel freight steamer, loaded deep with 
iron ore from the Lake Superior mines, went ashore 
in Lake Erie and was hammered by the waves for 
days before her crew could be rescued. In Lake 
Huron a smaller steamer, coming from Georgian 
Bay with pulpwood. was strained by the storm so that 
her seams opened. She foundered a short time after 
the coast guard, by heroic exertions, had managed 
to take off her officers and men. 

This sort of thing, for some reason, puts a tinge 
of romance into the ordinarily unexciting business of 
Great Lakes shipping. The men who are engaged 
m it cease to be ordinary workmen, following an 
ordinary trade, and become men whom it is possible 
to invest with the aura of daring and adventure. 

Many of us have read about the old days of 
river steamers. The old-time packet boats are the 
colorful furniture of a bygone day. Any novel whose 
action is laid in that scene is sure of an audience. 
1 his is partly due to the natural tendency to ro¬ 
manticize anything that is of the past. But a good 
deal of it, certainly, must be due to the fact that the 
old river boats were rather risky affairs. Their boilers 
had a tendency to blow up; and the picturesque men 
and women who traveled on them could never be 
qu'te certain that they were not going to be blown 
sky-high in the middle of the night. It is the same 
way with everything. Nothing is really attractive 
unless it gives a man at least an outside chance of 
losing his life. 

This makes one look to the future with melan¬ 
choly. Every day things are being made safer and 
safer. Even aviation, some day. will be safe and 
sane. The sea is getting safer yearly. The risks of 
railroading are diminishing rapidly. What will our 
grandchildren do for their thrills?

SHIPS FOR OUR LUMBER 


O F FIRST IMPORTANCE TO THE 

lumbermen of this Province is the announce¬ 
ment from Ottawa that Hon. James Malcolm, Min¬ 
ister of Trade and Commerce, will call for tenders 
for a direct steamship service between British Colum¬ 
bia ports and Australia. The service will be monthly 
each way and will be limited to cargo boats of about 
8,000 tons. Sailings will commence as soon as pos¬ 
sible after the contract has been awarded. 

It will be recalled that last fall a delegation of 
British Columbia lumbermen went to Ottawa and 
discussed this matter with the Government. They 
urged also that an effort be made to persuade the 
Australian Government to extend preferential treat¬ 
ment to Canadian lumber under the provisions of the 
treaty which is in operation between the two countries. 
Both suggestions found, sympathy with the Cabinet, 
Mr. Robb reminding the delegation that if Canada 
expected to obtain any more concessions from Aus¬ 
tralia in the matter of preferences, this country would 
have to be prepared to reciprocate. 

* Following this discussion at Ottawa, Mr. Mal¬ 
colm and Mr. Robb came out to the Coast and went 
into the whole question more fully. Our lumbermen 
were able to persuade the Ministers that British Co¬ 
lumbia would be in a better position to compete with 
the lumber exporters of the United States if adequate 
shipping facilities could be furnished—even if our 
products were not given a preference under the tariff. 
It thus will be understood that the decision of the 
Department which has just been announced may well 
be the first step to counter such effects as the pro¬ 
posed changes in the United States tariff schedule 
may have upon lumber exports from this Province. 

As already has been pointed out, the United 
States Government has expended many millions of 
dollars in subsidizing shipping lines under mail con¬ 
tracts. In the case of the republic’s trade with Aus¬ 
tralia, however, where ships have carried a sack or 
two of mail, practically every inch of cargo space has 
been occupied with lumber. But in this way the 
essence of the contract has been carried out. None 
the less, much of this business should belong to British 
Columbia. At present our share of the Australian 
trade is less than 60,000,000 feet annually, com¬ 
pared with the neighboring republic’s share of some¬ 
thing like 350,000,000 feet, the Baltic states selling 
the southern Dominion about 400,000,000 feet. 

It would seem to be good business on the part of 
the authorities at Ottawa to base new negotiations 
for the extension of reciprocal trading arrangements 
with Australia on this new proposal for facilitating a 
greater sale of our lumber. And without any con¬ 
sideration for what the United States may do. with 
the new tariff proposals, negotiations also should be 
commenced with Great Britain and the other parts 
of the Empire, looking towards a much freer exchange 
of goods, even to the removal of import duties on Em¬ 
pire goods altogether, provided, of course, this policy 
were adopted all round.

T’HE OPPOSITION AT OTTAWA HAS 

X signified its intention of moving a vote of want 
of confidence in the Government when the immigra¬ 
tion estimates are before the House. It is presumed 
that the method of attack will be an implication that 
the policy of the Department has been, and still is. 
responsible for foreign domination in the number of 
newcomers. 

There is nothing new in this complaint. We 
heard a good deal about it last year ; but the special 
committee charged with an investigation into it found 
it to be absolutely groundless, that much more was 
being done to get settlers from the United Kingdom 
than from Continental Europe. Not a few news¬ 
papers opposed to the Government took the opposition 
to task for its contention that the reverse was the case. 

What the opposition expects to get out of its pro¬ 
posed motion is not easy to understand. Although 
it is true that the number of British people coming 
to Canada is less qfhan the number of foreign arrivals, 
a steady increase is taking place, this year bidding 
fair to set a record for post-war years. What the 
opposition probably will ignore, moreover, is that re¬ 
cent British statistics show Canada is getting more 
people from Britain than are going to any other Do¬ 
minion. either in the ordinary course of things or 
through the stimulus of various schemes of assistance. 

If Mr. Bennett and his supporters really want to 
attract more people to Canada from Great Britain, 
they might soft-pedal the parrot-like cry of Canada 
emptying her youth into the United States—and de¬ 
vote more attention to the worthier theme of Cana¬ 
dian opportunities.

To have traveled to most of the 
countries bordering on the Pacific 
ocean by tramp steamer, oil tanker 
and In the third cabin of great 
ocean liners, haf been the experi¬ 
ence of a Peter Robinson, twenty- 
year-old- Seattle youth, who ar¬ 
rived here this morning In the 
third class of the Canadian Pacific 
liner Empress of Russia. 

Ills Is a story of romance and 
excitement. 

His wanderings to all Pacific coun¬ 
tries have taken him two years, he 
told a Times reported, and during 
that time he has gained a wealth of 
knowledge concerning affairs In the 
various countries In which he has 
visited and worked In. sometimes for a 
day and sometimes for as long as six 
weeks. 

IN AUSTRALIA 

The much traveled young man left 
the Empress of Russia here this morn¬ 
ing and transferred to the C.P.R. 
steamer for the 8ound port this after¬ 
noon. He was born In Seattle and lived 
there all his life until two years ago 
when the wanderlust spurred him to 
travel. He Bhlpped before the mast on 
the cld Canadian Government steamer 
Canadian Winner to Australia. 

Conditions on the Canadian Winner 
were not as pleasant as he anticipated 
and after forty days at sea he was 
pretty well tired of It when he reached 
the southern Dominion. So while the 
vessel lay in Sydney harbor he took 
French leave and worked his way into 
West Australia, where he found em¬ 
ployment on the roads for eight 
mouths. By that time he was feeling 
homesick and having barely enough 
money to get hack to North America, 
he booked a third class ticket on the 
liner Niagara. After a stormy voyage 
he arrived here about a year and a 
half ago. leaving the ship at Victoria 
and going on from here to Seattle. 

He only remained there a few,

ing customs and Immigration authori¬ 
ties. 


WEST COAST SERVICE 


With more than 1,000 passengers, 
767 of whom were In the steerage, 
the Canadian Pacific liner Em¬ 
press of Russia arrived at the Wil¬ 
liam Head quarantine station this 
morning at 3 o’clock and berthed 
alongside the Rlthet piers at 7.30 
o'clock front ports In China, Japan 
and the Philippine Islands.

WITH FUSES BURNING HEROIC 
MINER RESCUES UNCONSCIOUS 
PARTNER FROM MINE SHAFT 


History extol* the bravery of a 
kins of old who descended Into a 
jilt and slew u lion In a time of 
snow, and when John McHugh, a 
sturdy miner of Keno. Yukon Ter¬ 
ritory, went down Into a mine 
shaft and rescued a companion 
from a more dangerous place than 
c\en a den of lions It was emin¬ 
ently fitting that the Royal Can¬ 
adian Humane Association should 
award him It* medal lor bravery. 
Ill* Excellency Lord Hillingdon, 
Governor - General. and lion. 
Charles Stewart, Minister of the 
Interior, added tiieir congratu¬ 
lations with warm words of praise. 
While the Yukon is much changed 
from the gold-rush days oX the early 
years of the century and it Is no 
longer the land of the picturesque 
placer miner of whom poets and 
Novelists have written, yet adventure 
and romance, fortitude and bravery 
did not take their flight with the 
advent of the present era of electric 
• dredges and hardrock mining methods, 
ns Is .shown by the event here 
described. 

MISSED II1S HOLD s 

On March 20. 1926, Sinclair Dunnet 
and John McHugh were working at the 
bottom of a 35-foot shaft on the 
Dixie claim In the Mayo district. They 
Ignited seven fuses to blast the rock 
at the foot of the shaft and started 
up the ladder to escape from danger. 
Dunnett was leading and had Just 
reached the top when he missed his 
hold and plunged downward head 
foremost. McHugh, who was half way 
up. braced himself on the ladder and 
4 wlth his shoulder managed to break 
f Dunnett’s fall, causing him to turn 
j: over In the air so that he alighted 

* feet foremost Instead of on his head. 
That was presence of mind. 

Straight up was daylight and 
safety, straight down was dark¬ 
ness and Imminent death. 

At any moment the blasts might 
explode. But—fully aware of what 
he did—without an instant's hesita¬ 
tion. McHugh slid dow the ladder, 
s pulled Dunnett. now unconscious, out 
from the midst of the hissing fuses, 
got him on his back and started up 

* again. It was a Herculean task for 
McHue to climb, bearing his uri- 
conscious mate and one which might 

* never have been accomplished in time 
had not John Abraham, the third 

* partner In the mine. 6lld down the 
y ladder to meet McHugh and help him 

up. With their united exertions they 
got Dunnett about half way up the 
ladder when the blast exploded, throw- 
, lng rocks all around them, but for¬ 
tunately none of them were injured. 
TWICE SAVED LIFE 

It was considered that McHugh 

* had twice saved the life of his friend, 
first by breaking his f»ll and then by 

- getting him out of the reach of the 
dynamite blasts. The Royal Canadian 
Humane Association asked Hon. 
Charles Stewart. Minister of the In¬ 
terior. to see that the medal was duly 
presented, he' 1 being considered the 
person In Central Canada most closely 
In touch, both officially and person¬ 
ally. with affairs in Yukon Territory. 

Knowing the keen Interest which 
His Excellency the Governor General 
takes In examples of outstanding 
merit, and realizing how a word from 
him would be prized by the recipient 
and his friends. and generally 
throughout Yukon Territory. Hon. Mr. 
Stewart brought the matter to the 
attention of Lord Wllllngdon. His 
Excellency with characteristic appre- 

* elation and promptness at once penned 
the following messace which he en¬ 
trusted to Hon. Mr. Stewart. 
CONGRATULATIONS 

"Would you please express to Mr. 
John McHugh my keen satisfaction 
at the fact that the Royal Canadian 
Humane Association has thought well 
to present him with the Bronze Medal 
In recognition of a very gallant action. 

“I congratulate him very warmly 
and much wish I could b* present 
on the occasion of the presentation 
to personally thank him for his act of 
bravery In rescuing a fellow worker 
from a position of the gravest danger." 

To have the presentation made in a 
fitting manner Hon. Mr. Stewart for¬ 
warded the medal to George I Mac- 
Lean Gold Commissioner of the 
Yukon, at Dawson. with a letter con¬ 
taining His Excellency's message and 
* clor'ug with these words:— 

"I wish you would convey to Mi. 


McHugh my personal congratulations. 
It is a matter of very great satis¬ 
faction that his devotion to a fellow 
miner has been recognized by the 
Royal Canadian Humane Association. 
Such deeds of heroism deserve the 
highest commendation and I trust 
this brave act will be an inspiration 
to others to emulate his example." 
WIRELESS MESSAGE 

Mr. MacLean sought for a suitable 
opportunity to make the presentation 
and found It when Livingston Wer- 
necke. Manager of the Treadwell 
Yukon Company. Invited him to 
attend a concert In the company's 
hall at Keno. Here Is where the up- 
to-dateness of the new North enters. 
The message came by wireless from Mr. 
Werneckc at Mayo, about 150 miles 
from Dawson. Mr. MacLean accepted 
and arranged for the attendance Of 
Mr. McHugh. It being agreed that the 
latter should not be told the reason, 
as otherwise his modesty would cause 
him to absent himself. Then In his 
letter to the Minister of the Interior 
Mr. MacLean adds as quite a matter 
of course 

"Mr. Wamecke sent his plane for me. 
and leaving Dawson at 2 pjn.. we 
reached Mayo at 3.10 p.m." 

A hundred and fifty miles in an 
hour and ten minutes is very differ¬ 
ent from lour or five days with horses 
or dogs. After spending some time at 
Mayo the party went on by motor car 
at Keno, where the people of the com¬ 
munity both men and women were 
assembled for the concert. The chair¬ 
man at the appropriate moment | 
called upon Mr. MacLean for an ad¬ 
dress and the Oold Commissioner 
made the presentation. He read the 
messages from His Excellency and 
from Hon. Mr Stewart and. speaking 
for himself, declared It was Indeed Bn 
honour to pin this medal on the breast 
of such a brave man. 

In replying Mr. McHugh said he 
had done only what any other man 
would do under the circumstances: 
nevertheless, he did prize the medal 
and. the messages which accompanied 
It and would always preserve them 
among his most cherished possessions. 

At the conclusion of the proceeding 
Mr. McHugh received the personal 
congratulations of 200 friends and 
neighbors gathered for the occasion^

Memphls, Tenn., May 18.—The Su¬ 
preme Court of Tennessee will alt In 
, Judgment next month on an accusa¬ 
tion from the grave—a death-bed let¬ 
ter from the late Joseph Newburger, 
multi-millionaire cotton man, accus¬ 
ing his former wife of unfaithfulness. 

This letter was produced In court 
here recently by lawyers for the New¬ 
burger estate In an attempt to pre¬ 
vent the former Mrs. Hettye * New¬ 
burger Arrington from regaining cus¬ 
tody of the two children she bore 
the late cotton king, thirteen-year-old 
Joy. and Mary, aged ten. 

It was written by Newburger on 
his death-bed, addressed to the two 
children and left In custody of his 
lawyers, to be given the children 
"when they ere old enough to.under¬ 
stand." 

In it Newburger told the children 
how his detectives had shadowed their 
mother and secured proof of her un¬ 
faithfulness, and declared that he had 
bought the custody of the children 
"like chattels from your mother for 
$124,000 cash." 

Chancellor A. B. Ketchum, however, 
before whom the case was heard here 
a short time ago. ruled In favor of the 
divorced wife, and awarded her per¬ 
manent custody of the children. This 
decision has been appealed to the State 
Supreme Court by the trustees of the 
Newburger estate. 

The Newburger divorce • case broke 
here in 1922, and because of the 
prominence of the people involved 
and the sensational nature of the 
charges, drew the attention of the 
entire city. By the terms of the de¬ 
cree Newburger paid his former wife 
$300,000 In cash, the largest alimony 
ever awarded In Tennessee, In 1925 
he died in New York. 

Later Mrs. Newburger married Dr. 
W. C. Arrington, wealthy tooth paste 
manufacturer. It was her love affair 
with him that helped to break up the 
Newburger home, and the first Mrs. 
Arrington also obtained a divorce and 
then sued Mrs. Newburger for $150,000 
damages, charging alienation of af¬ 
fections. 

Two years ago Mrs. Newburger di¬ 
vorced Dr. Arrington, and since then 
she has been fighting to regain cus¬ 
tody of her children.

TN spite of the antiquity of the city I 
it was only in the year 1265, under 
the ponflcate of Pope Urban II, that;

The Cathedral built at that time, 
was destroyed in 1596, when the city, 
was sacked by Lord Essex, but it was) 
replaced by a new one in the follow- 1 
lng year. The inferiority of the struc¬ 
ture caused a new one. In a modified 
Renaissance style, to be commenced 
In 1720, according to the plans of 
Vicente Crero. The work of its con¬ 
struction was suspended in 1769 for 
lack of funds, and not resumed until 
1820, when the bishop. Domingo de 
Silos Moreno, determined upon its 
completion and devoted a large portion 
of his revenues to that object. 

It was at last completed In 1832, at 
a total cost of $1,500,000. 

It is 340 feet long, 216 feet wide and 
twenty-six feet In height. The archi¬ 
tecture of this vast edifice, especially 
In the Interior, Is solid, grand and 
Impressive. It is divided into three 
Immense naves, supjjorted by 150 tall 
clustered Corinthian columns, very 
rich and ornate. J 


The central nave is terminated by a 
circular apse about fifty feet in diam¬ 
eter, canopied by a lofty dome and 
surrounded by small chapels. In the

He Is a 
man of tremendous energy, and 
although his musical activities 
are naturally centred In London, 
his Influence has spread through¬ 
out the whole of Great Britain. 
Most of England’s younger con¬ 
ductors have learnt from him and 
he is responsible for the tuition 
of numerous singers now before 
the public. He was the first Eng¬ 
lishman to rise to eminence as a 
purely "orchestral" conductor. 

Sir Henry was born in London nearly 
sixty years ago. Up to the age of 
twenty-four he traveled about England 
as conductor of light opera and super¬ 
intended the rehearsals of "Ivanhoe," 
and became Celller's assistant at the 
Savoy Theatre, likewise conducting 
"Mlgnon” and other operatic produc¬ 
tions at the Crystal Palace.

British composers owe him 
no less a debt, for between 1895 and 
the present time many hundreds of 
British works have been produced un¬ 
der his baton.

What Causes Traffic Accidents? SAVING AND 


Red Tape For 
Touring In Mexico 


Authority Ascribes Highway Toll to Eight Faults, 
Most Due to Motorists 


There Is a speed at which the motor 
Isn’t the lowest possible speed at which 
uses up the minimum of fuel. This 
It can be kept running—the idling 
speed. At idling speed the motor does 
not use all the gasoline injected Into 
it and therefore chokes up if idled too 
long. 

Therefore, while waiting for a signal 
to change, or for some other reason, It 
Is best to run the motor slightly faster 
than Idling, so that all the fuel sent 
into It will be burned. The Idling rate 
can'be speeded up mechanically so 


Laredo, Texas, May 18.—This city, 
"The Gateway to Mexico,” Is getting 
ready for an extensive run of tourists 
across the border. 

Through Its Chamber of Commerce, 
Laredo has paved the way for 
motorists, enabling them to be free 
from the waste of time required in 
securing passports and bonds. 

Until June. 1928, it was necessary 
for a tourist to get three passport 
photographs and take out a regular 
passport from the Mexican consul. In 
addition, he was not allowed to tour 
through Mexico unless he had his car 
bonded. 

Through the efforts of the Laredo 
Chamber of Commerce, however, this 
red tape has been eliminated. An 
agreement with the Mexican immigra¬ 
tion and customs departments calls 
for the issuance to all tourists who 
are able to Identify themselves, of a 
letter of Identification to the Immi¬ 
gration and customs authorities, good 
for a limited time. On presentation 
of this letter to Mexican officials the 
tourist gets a permit to enter Mexico. 

In addition to the official papers, 
the Chamber of Commerce furnishes 
the tourist with stickers, written In 
Spanish, notifying Mexican officials 
of his tourist status. 

A log of the road from Laredo to 
Monterey Is also furnished tourists 
by the Chamber of Commerce. 

The same system devised on this 
side of the border for permitting 
Americans to enter Mexico is also used 
on the other side to enable Mexicans 
' to enter and tour the United 8tates. 


St. Louis, May 18.—If a motorist 
becomes so entranced by the sight of 
a pretty girl on the sidewalk that he 
suddenly finds himself Jammed head¬ 
long into another oar or a lamppost, 
he has no light to drive an automo- 
b’le, thinks L. D. Stephens, general 
manager of the Traffic Syndicate 
Bureau here and one of the foremost 
traffic authorities in America. 

It Is such diversion as this that 
Induces what he terms “self-hypno¬ 
tism”—a strange mental malady to 
which three per cent of the country’s 
traffic accidents may be ascribed. The 
only remedy for this disease, Stephens 
believes, is withdrawal of the driver’s 
license—provided there is a drivers’ 
license law In the-etate. 

Stephens used to be a plumber here 
until one day he nearly lost his life 
at a railroad crossing. That Interested 
him so In the effort to unravel traffic 
problems that he gave up plumbing 
and now travels about the country 
helping cities devise better systems of 
traffic. 

TWO FAULTS—HALF TOLL 

As a result of his studies, he finds 
there are eight fundamental causes 
for traffic accidents, one of which Is 
“Relf-hypnotlsm." The other seven, and 
the remedies he proposes /6r them, 
are: 

1. Absentmindedness. This. In driv¬ 
ers of all classes, causes twenty-four 
per cent of all motor accidents. 
Remedy—us of signals directly In 
line of vision. 

2. Ignorance. This Includes those 
who have no knowledge of traffic con¬ 
ditions. made up for the most part 
of children, and causes twenty-three

Causes 
two per cent of the accidents. Remedy 
—refuse license.

Gear Shifting In Traffic 


la costly not only to the motorist but 
to the car Itself. 

A car driven In low gear uses up 
more gasoline than one driven In In¬ 
termediate. And one driven In second 
uses more fuel than one driven in 
high. The reason is that the lower 
the gear, the faster the motor, and 
the faster the motor, the more fuel 
Is used up by It. 

It Is therefore advisable. If a driver 
k has to shift geare, to go through first 
and eecond gears quickly in order to 
get Into high. First gear requires 
merely a push of the car. second gear 
Is meant for Its acceleration to/ the 
lowest point at which third gear can 
take It up. The sooner the driver 
gets Into high the better It Is for the 
motor and for the pocketbook. 

There are drivers who speed up the 
motor to a faster rate than Is neces¬ 
sary to bring the gears to mesh in 
first, second or high, without putting 
undue strain on the engine. 

The best way to shift gears eco¬ 
nomically and most effectually la to 
press the right foot down on the 
throttle gradually as the left foot la 
released from the clutch pedal. Thus 
the motor la eased Into control of the 
car and the dead weight ‘behind la 
easier to get out of Its state of Iner¬ 
tia. Second should be applied the 
same way. while high gear doesn’t re¬ 
quire so much care In meshing.

Military experts have estimated that, 
In a modern war, there are ten men 
in support for every one In the firing 
llije. It Is the same with aviation, in 
war or in peace, and in Canada, where 
much of the operation of the various 
air services have a utilitarian aim, 
»'e ground organization behind every 
flight carried out, Is tremendous. 

Thus It happened that weather dur¬ 
ing March, while it almost halted the 
actual flying work because of muddy, 
treacherous, landing fields, by no 
means held up the activities of the air 
services of the Federal or Provincial 
Governments or of the commercial 
firms using aircraft. Indeed, it was 
a particularly busy month, for the Civil 
Aviation Branch, the Aeronautical En¬ 
gineering Branch, the Ontario Provin¬ 
cial Air Service and others, whose 
tasks keep them on the go the whole 
year round. 

In the Civil Aviation branch the' ap¬ 
pointment of two new Inspectors, an¬ 
nounced in the press at the time, 
meant some redistribution of work, 
but the new appointees brought little 
relief to the Inspectors already in¬ 
volved in the mass of correspondence 
and detail which the growth of avia¬ 
tion in Canada in the past two years 
hits built up. 

The two Inspectors engaged in the 
work of examining the licensing pilots 
and air engineers, Btuart Graham and 
George Abbott, have been particularly 
busy since the beginning of the year, 
as might be expected from the increas¬ 
ing number of applications for cer¬ 
tificates reaching the department, and 
the ever-growing clerical nature of 
this work. These two offioers, who 
are both experienced war-time pilots, 
have been taking turns in visiting out- 
of-town airports for the purpose of 
conducting tests, giving advice on 
technical matters, etc. The naming of 
an lnspetcor for the western prov¬ 
inces, with headquarters at Moose 
Jaw, Sask., will have the effect of 
taking some of their more distant 
work off their hands, and the new 
inspector at headquarters in Ottawa 
will gradually relieve the strain in the 
main office. 

In the air operations branch of the 
department, numerous changes in per¬ 
sonnel have occurred, which have taken 
away some of the senior executives In 
this work, and brought in new blood 
from other parts of the service. Squa¬ 
dron-Leader Johnson is now estab¬ 
lished as acting D.C.A.O., and the air 




services generally are under the ad¬ 
ministration of Group-Captain J. L. 
Gordon. D.F.C., AD.C.. as senior officer 
In the flying branches of the depart¬ 
ment. Wing-Commander W. R. Kenny 
Is getting into bis stride at Mo. 1 de¬ 
pot. commaxid of which he iecentl? 
assumed from Squadron-Leader D. C. 
M. Hume, who has left for Bngland 
on special duty aa an exchange officer 
with the Royal Air Force. 

Another executive officers at head¬ 
quarters to change hands during the 
month, was that of staff officer, 
operations and intelligence. 

The former intelligence officer, 
Flight-Lieutenant H. W. Hewson, has 
been sent to England on duty, and 
Flight-Lieutenant F. 8. Coghlll has 
taken over his work. Flight-Lieutenant 
G. A. Mercer and D. A. Harding, A.F.C., 
have also gone to England, the former 
to attend the air pilotage course at 
Celahot. and the latter to the Central 
Flying School, Wittering, on the flying 
instruction course. 

An interesting piece of apparatus 
which is expected to be adapted to' 
aviation uses in Canada, was recently 
demonstrated to air officials of the 
country, In the form of an Ashdown 
Rotoscope. This is a portable instru¬ 
ment which gives a slow motion view 
of the performance having a velocity 
from 150 to 40,000 per minute. It is 
claimed to give with accuracy, the 
Bpeed of any object from 800 to 20.000 
per minute, without making contact 
with the object. The instrument is 
used for examining valve motions, 
carburettors, gears, chain drives, pro¬ 
pellers, etc., and for noting at once 
speed variations on the engine test 
bench. 

Another indication of the Import 
ance of aerial photography to Canada 
is given in figures rtcently compiled 
by the photographic section of the 
Royal Canadian Air Force. These 
showed that, from April 1, 1928, until 
February 28. 1929, no less than 987 
rolls of aerial film were developed. In 
the same perlbd 94,155 films, size 9 x 
11, were supplied to those entitled to 
them, and 101.041 prints of sizes 4x5, 
5x7 and 9 x 10. were made. 

This makes a total of 196,196 prints 
in a space of eleven months, and is 
truly a record of which the photo- 

K &phlc section may be proud. This 
anch of the R.C.A.F. has been grow¬ 
ing In size and in value to the country 
since the work was taken in hand by 
PllRht-Lleutenant E. R. Owen.

A N outstanding Canadian story this season 
Is "High Hazard," by Robert Watson. 
I have read all the books by this author, 
some half-dozen of them, and have 
no hesitation In saying that this Is the 
most gripping romance of adventure that he has 
written. 

It begins with an exciting rescue of two young 
women from the clutches of a rascklly Vancouver 
Chinaman by a strong-armed Canadian, lands us 
with the young ladles and their rescuer on a boat 
bound for the Arctic Circle, gives us a day off at 
Prince Rupert for another breath-taking adven¬ 
ture. then carries us through the Behring Straits 
and Into a terrible storm which delivers the good 
ship Lady Rathlln into the enclasping flow of 
the ArctloMce pack, moving steadily north by 
northwest. Although passengers and crew leave 
the ship and make a gallant attempt to escape 
across the Ice-field to the little town of Port Bar- 
row, from which they were not far distant, this 
was a failure as far as the hero. Eric Gilchrist, 
and Capt. Henrlckson were concerned. The latter 
tipped off a block of Ice and was drowned in the 
Icy seas. Gilchrist, who was with him at the 
time, had a narrow escape. In wandering around 
in the fog he happened to run across two women. 
Coralie Stockton, daughter of a New York mil¬ 
lionaire, whom he rescued in Vancouver, and Della 
Henrlckson, only daughter of the captain of the 
ship. These women were utterly exhausted when 
he found them, and It was only after a fearful 
struggle that he landed them safely on the ship. 
It was useless for the three to make another at¬ 
tempt to reach the mainland; the women were 
too weak to do It and the risk was frightful. They 
did not know whether any of the crew had suc¬ 
ceeded In making Point Barrow. Day after day 
the ice-pack drifted northward carrying them 
along. Then one ‘day, to their tremendous sur¬ 
prise, they beheld an aeroplane coming towards 
their ship. When it was only a mile or so distant. 
It took a nose-dip. and then crashed headlong on 
the icy floor beneath. Eric hurried to the seen® 
of the accident. Both aviators had been passen¬ 
gers on the Lady Rathlln, the one Jackson, a 
detective, the other. Sangster, a crook, whom he 
had arrested at Nome. Both men were aviators 
and had volunteered to go north on a search for 
the missing ones and this accident was the result. 
Jackson died, but Sangster. after being nursed on 
board ship for weeks, recovered.

DELLA STALKS A POLAR BEAR 


The greatest mistake that Eric Gilchrist ever 
made was when he disregarded Della's advice and 
shot one of the white elephants of the Arctic. I 
must refuse to gratify the curiosity of my readers 
by entering upon the details of this adventure. 
Sufficient to say that It is well worth reading. So 
are all the hunting stories In this romance, for 
Mr. Watson is an accomplished hunter himself. 
He possess no end of Information about the habits 
of the animals of the far north, and has worked 
soma of It Into this story, to our edification and 
delight. His pictures of the herds of caribou and 
musk-ox. 'for example, are very well drawn. But 
I select for quotation a passage In which he de¬ 
scribes the Eskimo's method of approach and the 
actual killing of a polar bear. In this case Della, 
who, as I mentioned above, was a daughter of the 
Arctic Circle, with full knowledge of Eskimo hunt¬ 
ing lore, was the killer. The Incident occurred 
one day on the foreshore, when Eric and Della 
came within 100 yards of a big white polar bear 
which was playing with a captured seal. Della 
told Eric to remain ‘where he was and she would 
advance upon the bear In Eskimo style and kill 
him. Mr. Watson describes how the girl crept 
nearer and nearer to the bear, stopping dead every 
time the animal looked at her. She came within 
twenty-five yards of bruin, then ten yards. Erlo 
wanted to shout to her to shoot, but he dared not. 
"Now. not more than eight yards separated them, 
yet the bear did not seem uneasy. He turned and 
gazed In a sleepy fashion at her. Inch by Inch 
now Della's rifle creept to position. There ssemed 
to be no movement,*but Just a narrowing of that 
already too narrow space between them. 

"Suddenly the bear roused himself and vented 
a deep growl. Eric gasped In relief when Della's 
rifle spoke sharply. The bear roared In pain and 
anger. He lurched forward till he seemed almost 
over the prostrate girl. Eric ran his eyes along the 
sights of the rifle, but again Della's spoke. The 
monster slumped over on his side, stone dead, so 
near to her that she poked at him with the barrel 
of her rifle without moving her own body.

But our author, who by the W’ay Is the 
western archivist for the Hudson's Bay Company 
and editor of The Beaver, an illustrated quartely 
which circulates among H.B.C. men In the loneli¬ 
est outposts of the north, fell back upon a favorite 
expedient of the storyteller. He drove the Lady 
Rathlln far towards the North Pole and then 
adroitly shot It through a strait Into a narrow 
little bay which lapped the shores of a desert 
island. Ah, the desert Island, first employed by 
Daniel Defoe. Is still being used by English. 
French, American and Canadian romanticists! 
Last week we were visiting the Island of the Arti¬ 
cles.* located in the 8outh Pacific by Andre 
Maurois; to-day. along with two dark-haired, very 
good-looking ladles, and two husky male attend¬ 
ants, we lower ourselves over the side of the ice- 
encrusted Lady Rathlln and with much Joy land 
on Watson’s Island.

"The Quacks of Old London." by C. J. 8. 

Thompson 

TN old golden Prague, In the castle wherein Presi- 
dent Masaryk now lives, a small, unique street 
still stands complete In Its glory. This street 
consists of only forty-two houses, each house 
quite unusual In Itself; small, almost miniature 
houses, with narrow windows and large kitchens. 
In the kitchens one finds retorts, large bottles and 
strangely shaped ovens. 8omewhere on the walls 
there are still preserved seml-erased chemical for¬ 
mulas and lncomprehenslve Inscriptions. This 
small street was named "The Street of the Al¬ 
chemists." and It has been preserved from the 
Middle Ages to the present day. 

In London, however, no such street has been 
preserved, and C. J. 8. .Thompson's book, dedicated 
to the old London quacks, restores to us In every 
detail, and with historical data, that very Inter¬ 
esting period of those seekers of truth. Before 
our eyes pass dozens of doctors, healers and 
students of astrrology; the famous quack. Arthur 
Dee, who was summoned before the censors for 
hanging out a table at his door, on which he ex¬ 
posed for sale several medicines by which many 
diseases were said to be certainly cured; John 
Lambe, who was undoubtedly a great scoundrel; 
Dr. James Tilburg who first cured the French 
pox; Geovannl Fr. Borrt, the Italian alchemist, 
who practised at several of the courts of Europe 
In the seventeenth century: Dr. E. Gray, author 
of many books; Dr. Lionel Lockyer; Dr. 8olmon; 
William Read, who was Oculist In Ordinary to 
Her Majesty, and who began his career as a Job¬ 
bing tailor, was eventually knighted by Queen 
Anne and became one of the most fashionable 
practitioners of his day. 

Mr. Thompson’s book Is written in very plain 
language and offers a vast amount of historical 
material. • Aside from that. It raises many Im¬ 
portant questions. One of them Is: why have 
there existed, and do there still exist—as many 
now, perhaps, as ever—quacks and charlatans? 
True enough, in the Journal of the American 
Medical Association one reads to his heart's con¬ 
tent of physicians—quacks—who break the laws 
of medical ethics. I am certain that such a 
book on modern quacks would be of no less docu¬ 
mentary value than the present book of Mr.

TT seems to me more than Just accidental that a 
-*• book by Tom Eadle, the world-famous diver, 
should appear almost upon the same day as a 
book by Commander Edward Ellsberg, who re¬ 
tired with a distinguished service medal. 

Ellsberg’s book. "On the Bottom." Is a thrilling, 
extremely dramatic account of the rescue work on 
the 8-51. which was rammed and sunk a few 
years ago by the City of Rome. In this struggle 
against the elements. Tom Eadle, the diver, dis¬ 
tinguished himself as an outstanding Hero. In 
fact. I have heard newspapermen who were on 
the scene relate that Eadle took some of the 
longest chances with death on that scene of gen¬ 
eral heroics^ Eadle’s book. "I Like to Dive,” con¬ 
tains but a single chapter on the 8-51. being a 
more generalized and simpler story of the life of 
a diver. 

Ellsberg's la a tense and gripping tale, made 
possible by the fact of his retirement from the 
navy. Also here are some heretofore unprlnted 
facts about the disaster—the fact, for Instance, 
that the navy department knew from the first 
day that.no one was alive on the 8-51. 


TIIE REMAINS OF DONALD MACFARLANE 


It must be great fun for a novelist to land a 
party of two gentlemen (or rather on^ gentleman 
and one crook) and two ladies (one of them Della, 
with a strong dash of Eskimo b^ood In her veins) 
on a desert island. After taking his party ashore 
In canoes, equipped, of course, with rifles and sev¬ 
eral rounds of ammunition, he proceeds to ex¬ 
plore, or rather to make them explore, their new 
habitat. Here he finds It advisable to give them 
and us a rather gruesome surprise. This Is a rot¬ 
ten, weatherbeaten shack which Is occupied by the 
skeleton of Donald Macfarlane. captain of the 
Polar Bear, who. according to the loose scrap of 
paper on the table, died by his own hand In Oc¬ 
tober. 1804. There were two men with him when 
he landed In 1844. One killed the other In 1846. 
The survivor was killed by wolves six years later. 
The captain lived for twelve years longer, then, 
being Infirm, he wrote his last testament and shot 
himself through the head. The bullet fell out of 
his skull when Eric examined It. Here are two 
extracts from the captain's pathetic document: 

"October. 1864. I. Donald Macfarlane. captain 
of the Polar Bear, tiled by my own hand. I have 
oeen twenty years on this accursed Island, which 
is hotchlng with gold and teeming with food. 
Flesh, flesh, flesh! God m Heaven, for a bowl of 
porridge . . . 

"I have watched for the ship that never came 
until my old bleary eyes are blind. I have waited 
faithfully for the end. but It refuses to come. To 
wait longer means to starve slowly to death, for 1 
am no longer able to hunt my food by hand, as I 
have been doing for ten years. My fingers are 
stiffened with age, and my legs have become too 
frail for travel. One shot I have always saved for 
this time. Wolves are howling outside for me, but 
I have barred the door and they can’t get In. May 
the Lord have mercy on the soul of Donald Mac¬ 
farlane."

ground Is supplied by Mr. Llpsky. Both books 
are admirably done, and for the student of the 
man or the period, both are Indispensable.

Lunn supplies many times the Information about 
Wesley that is given by Mr. Llpsky; yet Mr. Llppky 
has a somewhat more acceptable appraisal of Wes¬ 
ley himself, and establishes his place In history 
with somewhat better perspective. 

In the scant personal indulgence which he al¬ 
lowed himself, Wesley was a vacillating and 
rather childish lover whose amorous affairs seem 
Incredible and who. like hla. brother Charles, was 
"a boy deriving his knowledge of men and women 
from chance Bible texts." Jle tried desperately 
to convert hla first charmcrsT The later ones did 
not need conversion, but they gave him no end 
of unrest. For he was never fully convinced that 
the Lord Intended him to marry, and the two 
women to whom he was engaged married other 
men when he hesitated too long before taking 
the final step Into matrimony. Ironically enough, 
the woman he flnaly married led him a miserable 
existence. 

Be it said to the credit of both blogaphers that 
they leave the' phychoanalytlcal Inferences of 
Wesley's love affairs to the reader's Imagination; 
and that they do not overemphasize this aspect 
of Wesley's life at the expense of other Important 
facts. 

Foj the facts are In themselves staggering. 
Wesley, who was unquestionably a man of con- 
sidcable personal magnetism, laid the foundations 
for social attitudes which we ascribe to the Vic¬ 
torian era: He converted thousands upon thou¬ 
sands of people, raised their moral standards, 
and go altered their manner of living as to modify 
the entire structure and character of English so¬ 
ciety. He wrote 233 orglnal works and edited al¬ 
most 200 more. He traveled almost a quarter of 
a million miles, largely on horseback. He preached 
more than 40,000 sermons. And he built an 
ecclesiastical and social service organization which 
was not only powerful In his own day. but was 
subsequently to become the most Influential re¬ 
ligious body In America. 

Oddly enough, the very American Methodist 
Episcopal Church for which Wesley was fespon- 


R UDYARD KIPLING, who Is now sixty- 
three, has, like his cousin, the Prime 
Minister, MacDonald blood In his veins.

Her voice was first heard 
in the choir of the' Kansas City First 
Christian Church, a performance so 
encouraging that she took lessons. 


When she appeared with the Kansas 
City Civic Opera Company for two 
performances, the music critic of the 
Kansas City Star spilled out such su¬ 
perlatives that a benefit for her was 
given, with $10,000 raised. 

On a nasty November afternoon In 
1922, a pulpy child sang before three 
tcmperamentallsts, Gattl-Gasazza, Otto 
Kahn and Arthur Bodanzky. They 
told her to study—a safe remark. For 
two years she remained here study¬ 
ing. but by 1924 money was low. and 
she went back to Kansas City for two 
more performances. This netted $13,- 
000. She returned here to sing once 
more for Gattl-Gasazza. This time, 
the tale goes, a contract was offered, 
refused. The three Talleys sailed for 
Italy and more study. 


On Feb. 18, 1926, Marion Talley made 
her debut. It was unique in Its ex¬ 
citement. Seats sold for $100. Mounted 
policemen rode four abreast over the 
sidewalks. Two hundred citizens ar- 
rl\ed from Kansas City by special 
train.

A Night and Its Attendant Days at Shirley With Connell

Noted Island Naturalist 


O NCE more the wild cliff-hung valley of 
Braden Creek Is traversed and the beau¬ 
ties of Sooke Basin girt with rock and 
forest flash Into view. The soft green¬ 
ery of th© young-follaged alders and 
maples from SaseenoB to Sooke soothe the eye for 
a little ere the road narrows westward and the 
imposing ramparts of the Bluff Mountain range 
dominate the landscape. 

The ruddy banks of Demanlel Creek, scattered 
farms, gleam of a little lake, grey buildings., a 
flock of snow-white kids with swollen-uddred 
nannies, charred stumps of logged-off land, vivid 
green of second-growth fir and alder; these lead 
to that turn of the road among so many which 
introduces Tugwell Creek seafront and {he west¬ 
ward straits. 

A few minutes more and we are descending the 
hill to Muir Creek. But as we turn in to the left 
wp see by the turfy river-bank the white gleam of 
canvas, and behold, a row of tented houses has 
risen. Tables and benches are going up in the 
cook-house, and the sweet scent of fresh wood Is 
still in possession. The head carpenter I find to 
be an ardent reader of this page, and when he 
tells me he comes from Leith I am carried back by 
that swiftest and cheapest of transportation 
routes, the line to Early Recollections, and see 
again Edinburgh’s port by the North Sea, gray In 
the distance from the top of Calton Hill. 'Tls a 
"far cry" from the Water of Leith to Muir Creek. 

The tide Is still low. though slowly running In, 
and It is possible to see In the bed of the river 
the curious mingling of the vegetation of fresh 
water and salt. The tide comes up above the 
bridge so that part of the day the river water Is 
markedly salt, but even when the tide Is out and 
stream is unopposed there is enough bracklshness 
to keep the seaweeds alive and prosperous. In 
fact the kinds that flourish here are always largest 


and strongest where there Is a supply of fresh 
water mingling with the sea. And there are ter¬ 
restrial plants that seem equally happy in the 
mingling of currents, chiefly grasses. 

CONES IN THEIR FIRST BLUSH 

Closely cropped by grazing cattle the turf 
flowers, at present chiefly dandelions, scarcely 
manage to keep their heads above the short grass, 
bbut all the more for this do they brighten the 
green. The spruce, firs and hemlocks are In 
flower. High up on the branches appears the 
crimson stamlnate cones of the fir; easier to be 
obtained because lower are the Just opening ones 
of the spruce. The hemlock cones are now pretty 
little purple things rising from brown scales and 
scattered over the fruiting sprays. The spruce 
cones are larger, three-quarters of an Inch or so 

present, and their color Is a purplish crimson 
gradually lightening towards the tip. The Im¬ 
mature scales appear as little more than spirally 
arranged markings, while the golden brown outer 
scales are slipping away with the accomplishment 
of their appointed task. The spruce foliage buds 
are very like the pistillate cones described above.• 
but when their scales open a closely-packed parcel 
of green leaves or needles Is seen. At first while 
they are still fresh fro mthe scales they still look 
like green editions of the cones, but soon the 
necdleseopen out and the central stem lengthens 
Into the new season’s addition to the branch. On 
the spruce a large hairy caterpillar, black and 
greenish black. Is hard at work In considerable 
force. The largest number seemed*to have con¬ 
centrated on one of those curious "false cones” 
made by the spruce aphis. 

Sometimes one detects In the air a sweet scent 
for which there appears no sufficient cause. At 
this season and here In the river valley It chiefly 
comes from the wild cherry, whose branches are 
now laden with small white flowers. Like haw¬ 
thorn and rowan and many other shrubs and trees 
the odor of the flowers Is unpleasant close at hand 
but distributed in the atmosphere It gains In deli¬ 
cacy what it loses In strength and makes a de¬ 
lightful background to the experiences of the 
senses at a season when sweet scent Is as yet little 
developed. Most of our flowers are af all seasons 
scentless to us, but there are a few like traut- 


vetterla and boyktnia and twin-flower that are 
outstanding exceptions. 

THE FO 88 ILIFEROU 8 CLIFFS 

The woodland path across the river is gay with 
yellow arum, whose great leaves of glossy green 
give to the underwood quite a tropical appear¬ 
ance. The flowers of the salmonberry and the 
red-flowered elderberry are In striking contrast, 
the first red and single, the second in conical 
cluatrs of creamy white. The elderberry Is an¬ 
other scented bush sweeter In diffusion than in 
concentration. Past the hut at the corner we 
come below the wooded heights on which Inver- 
mulr stands. Here the foliage Is finely, pictur¬ 
esque. Cow-parsnip, colt's-foot and goat’s-beard 
are mingled with large-flowered fringe-cup. 
Spring-beauty and the unfolding fronds of shield 
and buckler ferns. Along the cliffs with their 
plentiful moisture the paint-brush Is out and the 
large-flowered mlmulus, but to see the latter at 
Its best It must be sought on one of the slides 
further west. Here its plants grow on the weath¬ 
ering surfaoe of a wet sandstone cliffr*their roots 
running down behind the thin layer of yellowish 
sand that hides the gray rock. And not content 
with that precarious foothold they extend down 
upon the scree till from below all seems on sheet 
of gold. How the mlmulus loves the water I Over 
the edge of the rock the Incessant streams come 
down, an Icy spray of drops wafted by the wind 
to and fro. Cold as the water is the mlmulus 
sct6 Its roots In the most exposed place and stem, 
leaf and flowers tell of the plant's keen enjoy¬ 
ment. The goat's-beard roots too In the moist 
crevices, though avoiding the wettest, and along 
the cliff's edge and sometimes creeping part way 
down the face the maidenhair drops Its delicate 
fronds in the salt air and flourlahes exceedingly. 

The great rock masses fallen from the cllffB 
have been little If at all added to this past Win¬ 
ter, but they have suffered themselves some part 
of the coast’s erosive forces. Some are being re¬ 
duced to sand, and others, broken . up. go ,to 
slower bu£ as certain destruction along the beach. 
Thus even without hammer the passer-by may 
pick up pieces of the ancient sediments with their 
freight of departed life-forms. As I have said, 
little change has taken plaoe in the cliffs; the 


carbonaceous sandstone at the base is perhaps a 
little better seen than last year. 

IN THE FOREST BY THE RIVER 

A 

The footpath winds In and out as proper foot¬ 
paths should, now on the bank crossing a piece of 
greensward, now beneath the great spruces end 
hemlocks, and again on the gravelly stretches by 
the river. Sometimes where the shade Is great the 
ground is almost bare, but generally there is a 
rich carpet of plants. Wild llly-of-the-valley or 
mayflowcr. trllllum and pink fawn-lily represent 
the group of plants with one seed-leaf. Those 
with two are more numerous In species and many 
are not yet In flower. But the smooth-leaved vio¬ 
let covers the open green spaces with Its large 
yellow flowers. The two foam-flowers, false mitre- 
worts or tlarellas, the three-leaved and the cut¬ 
leaved are up and preparing for blossom-time, and 
the trautvatterla, horribly traduced as "false bug- 
bane," with a profusion pf plants that will not 
flower this season show spme that are large 
enough to be in bud. On every damp bahk the 
stately lat^e-flowered fringe-cup lifts tall flower¬ 
ing stems above its handsome leaves. Here, too. is 
a wild columbine with the red already showing 
through Its earliest flower-bud. Especially In the 
river bed the shiny triangular-toothed leaves of 
boyklnla form thslr rosettes. 

On the wet sandstone cliff above the pool and 
where a trail of earth and torn plants points to 
the slide of a bear the maidenhair fern grows 
profusely, sending threadlike rootlets far and 
wide into the soft weathered sand. Mltrewort. 
with somewhat roundly lobed, oval leaves, Is a 
lover of these moist spots. Its curious little green 
flowers have creamy pinnate petals rising from 
a cuplike calyx which, like that of the showy 
kalmla. has a separate pocket for each stamen's 
early accommodation. Even here, where flowers 
are apt to be later than along the shore, the large 
mlmulus blooms in a solitary plant. In sunnier 
molsfc places the creeping butteroup Is beginning 
to be gay with Its golden flowers. 

Where the highroad winds up the steep ascent 
there are thickets of salmonberry dense as a tropi¬ 
cal Jungle. Along the ditches that take the 
I drainage of the Winter rains the ferns are appear - 
| lng, lady-fern, shield and buckler-ferns, and the 


characteristic fern of the Jordan River road, the 
blechnum or strap-fern, also known as "deer-fern" 
and "hard-fern." Its strap-shaped fronds are Just 
out-peeping and It will be some time before the 
comb-Uke fertile fronds rise above the circle of 
sterile ones. Two wild black-currants, the loose- 
flowered and the Californian or "blue," are found 
In these damp hillside thickets. The latter Is 
notable for Its very handsome shiny leaves. Un¬ 
derneath they are thickly dotted with tiny yellow 
globules of resinous matter, making them at once 
sticky and odoriferous to the hands. 

NIGHT UNDER CANVAS 

My friend from Forthslde has put his hut at 
our disposal for the night and as darkness comes 
on and the last notes of the robins have ceased we 
spread our blankets on the board floor and at¬ 
tempt an unfamillarly early encounter with sleep. 
Some measure of success Is at last attained. The 
faint light of dawn dimly Illumines our canvas- 
roofed hut when we are awakened by the sound of 
a mouse among the provisions. The accessible 
ones are soon put out of reach on the top of a 
high tin. but he persists in his researches and 
vents his displeasure In what seem to be lonely 
games of hide-and-seek among fhe newspapers. 
At 4 almost to the minute the chorus of birds 
begins, the robins leading with clearest and loud¬ 
est voices, while in the intervals come the notes 
of the white-capped sparrow, warbler, and other 
birds. For about half an hour the full volume 
continues and then the music dwindles away, the 
intervals becoming longer and longer. Meanwhile 
the caw of the crow sounds from the tree-tops. 
Now in the broad daylight I can see our mouse- 
visitor quite plainly and with the Interest due mir 
sole wild beast I watch his antics. He rushes 
wildly along the shelf, makes frantic Jumps In the 
attempt to rqpch the food on the top of the tin. 
even tries to hurl himself to the upper edge of a 
board some eighteen Inches high. Then he stops 
Just above our bed and looking down as you and 
I might peer over the brim of the Grand Canyon 
he raises his sensitive ears and ponders what 
manner of beings lie there below. Then comes 
a mad scamper through the paper and an acro¬ 
batic scamper along a board's edge. Over and 
over again these manoeuvres are repeated until 


with the fulness of daffight he betakes him to 
his customary haunts. 

Morning shows a heavy dew and fog creeping 
steadily In up the Straits. When the sun comes 
up over the spruces it turns all the dew-dropped 
turf to a thing of exquisite beauty, sparkling with 
diamond-like radiance. The birds are now seen 
about their business, to which the strains of 
morning were but a prelude of ecstasy at life. 
A great bald-headed eagle sails majestically up 
the river valley from the mouth, close enough to 
show the rapacious yellow beak. 

AT LOW TIDE 

The sea lies far out this forenoon, and the 
river runs swiftly though a steep V-shaped open¬ 
ing In the shingle bank. In the hot morning sun 
the steam rises in thin clouds from the sand. The 
boulders, worn and polished by the sea. gleam and 
sparkle, and those along the margin of the water 
are draped In shining vestments of olive and 
purple from the sea. Making our way from one 
sandstone ledge to another or hopping across the 
boulders we come where In little hollows in the 
rock are eegments of the sea. To look down Into 
these with their fringes of red and green sea¬ 
weeds and see the rosy corallines and the purple 
sea-urchins, the mailed chitons and the enamlled 
starfish, the encrustations of scarlet and rose, and 
the Iridescence of waving fronds, Is to taste some¬ 
thing of those Joys that have sent men on Jour¬ 
neys of discovery whether In distant countries or 
through the searching lenees of the microscope. 
Here fcmozig the boulders lies the corpse of an 
octopus, the powerful sucklng-dlsks exposed In all 
their secret mechwiism. Meadows of false eel- 
grass extend in sandy places among the rocks and 
down by the water's very edge, where the tide 
washes haltingly against the margin of the sand¬ 
stone reefs grow the rarer seaweeds whose delicate 
fronds rival the most graceful of our greenhouse 
ferns. Inward and outward bound steamers ap¬ 
pear and disappear In the bank of fog ofT shore, 
and the gulls fly lazily by in the warm and sunny 
air. The softly soothing sound of the waves 
gently lapping at their temporary boundary of 
wrack and rock Is broken by the warning cry of 
Sherringham lighthouse fog-horn and the occa¬ 
sional echoing boom of a distant explosion.

Tennyson declared that he fre¬ 
quently experienced a sort ef waking 
trance from boyhood on. 

He was able to bring the trance 
condition on by repeating his own 
name to himself constantly until, as 
he said, “the Individuality itself 
seemed to dissolve and fade away Into 
boundless being." 

This, he added, "was not a composed 
state, but the clearest of the clearest, 
the surest of the surest, utterly be¬ 
yond words, where death was an al¬ 
most laughable Impossibility, the loss 
of personality (If so It were), scem- 
ing f no extinction, but the only true 
life.** 

The poet's reference to the death 
and loss of personality brings back the 
historic Instance of Socrates and his 



daemon, an inner possession which the 
philosopher did not personify, but 
merely treated as a divine voice. 

This voice spoke only to 8ocrates 
when he was on the point of doing 
something he ought not to do. It 
guided him so well, be obeyed it Im¬ 
plicitly, even to the point of embrac¬ 
ing death. 

As everyone knows, the great Greek 
was put on trial for impiety. It was 
a charge he could easily have resisted 
and It also would have been easy for 
him to have escaped from Athens. But 
he did neither. 

His life was at stake and at first he 
decided to fight the charges. But 
when he set about preparing his 
speech of defence he was surprised

Before June Presbyterian 
Bodies Will Join After 
Lengthy Negotiations 1

Edinburgh, May 18. (Canadian Press 
Cable).—The general assemblies of the 
two great Scottish Presbyterian 
Churches will meet for the last time 
as sepaarte bodies near the close of 
this month In Edinburgh, when the 
eyes of Scotsmen and Scotswomen the 
world over will be turned towards the 
city. After twenty years of negotia¬ 
tions union is at last to be an ac¬ 
complished fact. The final steps re¬ 
quired by constitutional procedure will 
be taken in the autumn. 

The Church of Scotland membership 
is practically unanimous for union. At 
the last assembly an amendment for 
the rejection of the scheme received 
only seven votes. In the United Free 
Church, however, there Is a minority, 
led by Rev. James Barr, which is 
determined to prosecute with all 
energy the arrangements for a con¬ 
tinuing church. 

ACTS QUOTED 

The majority maintains that by the 
acts of 1921 and 1925 the Church of 
Scotland freed Itself of state control 
and Interference and that the financial 
bond between church and state was 
broken. The minority believes the ac¬ 
tion proposed is against the principle 
of religious equality which it counts 
as sacred a principle as spiritual free¬ 
dom Itself, and opposed to the prin¬ 
ciple of voluntary support of religious 
ordinance. 

The General Assembly of the United 
Free Church having in November last 
voted by an overwhelming majority in 
favor of union, the presbyteries, kirk 
sessions and congregations were asked 
to express their opinion. The great 
majority in each case was In support 
of the scheme. The figures now made 
public are: Presbyteries 63 for and 
none against; kirk sessions 1.302 for 
and 91 against: congregations 1,320 
for and 104 against.

London, May 18.—The Duke of Suth¬ 
erland has sold his famous portrait by 
Romney of the Countess-Duchess of 
Sutherland as a girl to Howard Young, 
the American dealer who less than a 
year ago purchased the portrait—sub¬ 
sequently sold to Laurence Fisher of 
Detroit—over which there has recently 
been so much controversy. 

The price paid exceeds £50.000. 

The picture is now in London, and Is 
shortly to be shipped to the United 
States. The sale was completed In 
Paris on April 6, within a few days of 
the opening of the controversy over the 
authenticity of the portrait then in the 
possession of Mr. Fisher, which had 
been started by the publication of a 
letter from the Duke In a New York 
newspaper stating that the original 
portrait was still in his collection at 
Sutton Place, Surrey. 

THE DISPUTED PICTURE 

The disputed picture of the Duchess 
of Sutherland was bought in a sale 
room for £336 early last year by A. L. 
Nicholson, a London dealer who claims 
that he has discovered in It a genuine 
portrait by Romney. In May of last 
year It was bought by Howard Young 
and sold later in the year to Laurence 
Fisher, the Detroit motor magnate, for 
£40,000. On the publication of the 
Duke of Sutherland’s letter In New 
York, on April 2, Mr. Howard Young 
immediately bought back the picture 
from Mr. Fisher, and Mr. Nicholson In 
turn cabled to Howard Young offering 
to repurchase It, although he still In¬ 
sisted on its authenticity.

Reuter’s Special to The Victoria Times 
London, May 18.—Now that women 
have attained political equality with 
men, they have set themselves the fur¬ 
ther goal of economic equality. 

A deputation of representatives of 
various women's organizations Inter¬ 
viewed the Prime Mlnisteifl this week, 
and among the claims they advanced 
were equal pay for equal work and the 
removal of the marriage bar. particu¬ 
larly in the civil service, so that women 
typists and others on the Government 
pay-roll may have husbands. 

Mr. Baldwin announoed that the 
Government had decided to appoint in 
the new Parliament a Royal Commis¬ 
sion to investigate these and other im¬ 
portant questions affecting ihe service. 

The Sex Disqualification (Removal) 
Act of 1919 provided that "a person 
shall not be disqualified by sex or mar¬ 
riage" from holding any public office 
or entering any profession or vocation. 


But the courts have decided that thlt 
does not prevent any public authority 
from dismissing women employees on 
marriage, and besides the act does not 
apply to the civil service. 

Theoretically It may be difficult to 
find any sound objection to the wo¬ 
men's claim to economic equality, but 
other considerations than pure logle 
enter into such matters. 

The demand for equal pay for equal 
work, whjch is in itself of a question- 
begging nature, might, if conceded, 
rather harm than assist the interest* 
of the woman, because other things 
being equal, men would be preferred. 

As regards marriage, the attitude of 
the modem young woman appear* to bo 
that It la a private matter, with which

even the stigmas may unite and form one. Thus 
the foxglove carpels are united all but the stigmas, 
and the primrose ones are wholly one from base 
of ovary to stlgmatlc knob. The union of the 
carpels may thus give a chamber divided by walls 
or one Into which walls partially project like the 
private booths In a restaurant or even one in 
which the walls have wholly vanished. In the 
violet there are no partitions, but the ovules are 
arranged In three vertical groups on the encircling 
wall and thus tell the tale of carpels Joined by 
their edges. In the lily family the ovary Is three- 
celled because the three carpels are united by tho 
Infolded halves ol the carpel leaves. Thus the 
ovules are grouped In three double rows along the 
lines of union, half of each row belonging to each 
uniting carpel leaf. In the dodecatheon or pea¬ 
cock the ovules are only found In the lower half 
of the ovary or seed-vessel, where they are clus¬ 
tered around a short central axis. TJvus all sign of 
the original carpellary leaves has disappeared. Yet 
If we look at the ovary of one of the flowers of 
the pink family we seem to get a clue. Take a 
flower of campion or catchfly and examine the 
pistil and you will find that It possesses three 
stigmas and opens by either three or six teeth 
when ripe, while as In the peacock the seeds are 
clustered around a common axis which In the 
pinks reaches to the ovary summit Instead of 
stopping halfway. It is evident then that the pea¬ 
cock ovary Is really a dlsgulsedly united system of 
carpels. The ovules have as It were been left 
stranded on the central pillar, which represents 
the sole remainder of the original united margins 
of the carpellary leaves. 

Thus the color, shape and scent of flowers by 
no means exhausts their charm and Interest. Pry¬ 
ing Into their hidden recesses we find worlds In 
which a wonderful order goes hand In hand with 
an Infinite variety, and of which our botanical 
science brings us but a partial report. But ths 
story of the metamorphosis of the leaf into flow¬ 
ering organs marks a step nearer to the knowledge 
of the underlying unity of the universe. % Some 
such Idea was In Tennyson's mind when he wrote; 

••Plower In the crannied wall. 

I pluck you out of the crannies. 

I hold you root and all In my hand. 

Little flower—but If I could understand 

What you are. root and all. and all In all, 

I should know what Ood and man Is.” 


and "flower,” but like the difference between 
“plant” and “animal" or between “animal” and 
“man," the difference is more easily asserted than 
delned. Most of us still look #n sponges and 
hydroids as plants, and the first scientist who 
described the seaweed known as Codlum, met 
with on our coasts, ascribed it to the sponges. I 
sympathize with him across the decades, because 
the first time I came across It I made the same 
mistake, though the microscope afterwards con¬ 
vinced me of Its plant nature. 80 when the first 
suggestion was thrown out In the seventeenth 
century that the organs of flowers, sepals, petals, 
stamens and carpels, were only modified leaves, 
there was a look of quiet amusement on the faces 
of the learned In plants. The great Linnaeus and 
at least one other botanist had suggested this, 
but without attempting proof. That was given 
by a poet, of all men. for poetry is commonly 
thought to be as antithetic to science as religion. 
Gothe In his "Metamorphosis of ‘Plants" gave the 
demonstration required, and In spite of Inevitable 
modifications the Idea that the leaf Is the foun¬ 
dation-structure of the flower has practically made 
modern plant morphology. 

The resemblance between the green leaf and 
the calyx Is often very marked, and in double 
flowers not only do the stamens become con¬ 
verted into petals but not Infrequently green 
leaves appear in the hearts of the flowers by a 
further retrogression of stamens and petals. In 
this way we get green roses, more curious than 
beautiful. The leaf is In fact very far from being 
orphosed into sensitive twining tendrils; In the 
fundamental processes of food manufacture. In 
the cactus, for example, the leaves become spines; 
in the pea the whole or part of the leaf Is metam¬ 
orphosed Into sensltivev twining tendrils; In the 
Virginia creeper one of a pair of opposite leaves 
takes on the office of a climbing organ with ad¬ 
hesive pads. But these are. after all, simply 
modifications of the leaf. In the flower the floral 
leaves are the sign of the plant's attainment of 
the stage preliminary to its highest purpose, the 
continuity of life by seed. Of the four sets of 
floral leaves the one least subject to reversal, 
though not always untouched, Is the pistil, as If 
there the plant made a last stand and summoned 
all Its forces to maintain the citadel of young life. 


T took observers of plants several thousand 
* 7 * years to arrive at anything like an under- 

l standing of plant life either In the lndlvld- 

ual or as a whole. From eating wild fruits 
•l* and seeds and roots man passed to agricul¬ 
ture and gardening and the skill of the herbalist, 
it But in spite of a great store of useful knowl¬ 
edge about plants, their parts and their uses, he 
..had little idea of their relations to each other or 
,tven of the processes going on In the Individual 
plant. The dead hand of Aristotle and Pliny lay 
on the natural sciences, and it was not till the re¬ 
birth of knowledge In Western Europe touched, 
revivified, and freed Intellectual curiosity that 
. they began to come Into their own. It was a slow 
.jbusiness In botany, even although there was a 
certain Inevitable familiarity with plants. Col¬ 
lections of dried plants date from about the 
' twelfth and thirteenth centuries, and botanical 
gardens from the discovery of this continent. But 
It Is in the sixteenth century that the botanist 
begins to come to the fore. The lobelias and 
fuchsias of our gardens are named after men who 
laid the foundations of real plant Investigation. 
-THe accumulation of facts from first-hand obser¬ 
vation led to classification and to attempts more 
.pryless successful to Interpret the significance of 
^ant organs. An additional impulse was given 
by the Invention of the compound microscope and 
the consequent insight Into the internal structure 
of plants. But already advance was shown by 
. the proposal of one botanist of the times that 
1 plants should be classified according to 6 even 
points: (1) Whether flowering or not; (2) situa¬ 
tion of the flowers; (3) number of petals; (4) 
'form of corolla; (5) adherence or non-adherence 
of calyx to ovary; ( 6 ) character of the fruit-wall; 
(7) number of seeds and 6 eed-leaves. The lm- 
. portance of this proposal lay In the breaking 
• away from the Immemorial custom of classifying 
‘'plants only as “herbs” or "trees,” and although 
tn some respects one earlier botanist at least had 
' drawn up a somewhat similar scheme the later one 
had the advantage of simplicity, and had shed 
' such characteristics as "duration." “size" and 
v ‘root-form.”

aide but are alternately disposed along the line of 
Insertion. The middle line of the now opened 
carpel Is the mid-vein or rib of the leaf. A but- 
tercup carpel is of Just the same character, though 
there la only one ovule In It Instead of many. 
Peonies and Christmas roses have large carpels that 
are easily examined. Notice how the mld-rlb Is 
On the outside so that the carpel opens on the 
side towards the centre and how the ovules are 
arranged on each aide alternately as in the pea. 

If all carpels were as easy to decipher as these 
a good many troubles botanical would be avoided. 
Unfortunately for the beginner’s eagerness some 
carpels are very small and what is worse, the orig¬ 
inal simplicity of design has become obscured or 
modified. By proceeding in an orderly way. how¬ 
ever, it Is possible to minimize the difficulties very 


considerably, and while it is not possible to de¬ 
scribe all the varieties into which Nature's seed- 
parcel making leads, a few of the steps can be 
traced and ths student of plants can from such 
suggestions feel his way Into remoter complexi¬ 
ties. 


FROM LEAF TO FRUIT 

The carpel In its simplest form consists of a 
leaf with the ovules that become the seeds after 
fertilisation jpl$ced along the outer edge. Thla Is 
actually found In the rare sub-tropical Cyads, 
primitive plants resembling outwardly tbe tree- 
ferns and palms. Their flowers are spirally ar¬ 
ranged leaves, shield-shaped or scale-like and 
forming cones of male flowers, but like the fol¬ 
iage leaves, though smaller In the carpellary flow¬ 
ers. The seeds are borne on the edge of the leaf- 
llke carpel. 

In the pea we have a familiar example oMhe 
carpellary leaf. The pod Is simply a leaf bearing 
the ovules along Its outer edge and then folded 
so that the ovules lie within. Open the pod with 
care and notice that the peas are not all on one

The single carpel, like the pea-pod, leads to the 
many but quite separate carpels of the buttercup 
and rose. Thence we pass to carpels very slightly 
united at the lower end. as in the peony and 
Christmas-rose. Next come carpels completely 
united. In which case the stigmas may still be 
free and so give a key to the number of carpels 
even when these have lost their Individuality by 
the disappearance of the dividing walls.

The United 8tates Weather Bureau 
maintains its best equipped weather 
reporting station for aviation In the 
country at the Cleveland municipal 
airport, and is a model for new or 
contemplated airports. 

The Importance and purpose of a 
weather bureau in connection with an 
airport is obvious. But the wide varl- 1 
ety of instruments In upe and the vari¬ 
ous reports that have to be made at' 
regular intervals are a revelation to 
the uninitiated. Here, for instance. It

5— Psychrometer. to show humidity 
of the air. 

6— Hydrograph, for automatically re- j 
cording humility. 

7— Anemometer, for indicating wind 
velocity. 

8— Wind vane or cone, to show dl-' 
rectlon of wind. 

9— Celling light, for showing height 
of clouds at night. 

10— Pilot balloon equipment, con¬ 
sisting of small rubber balloons, theo¬ 
dolite or surveyor’s Instrument and 
plotting board, for determining the di¬ 
rection and velocity of upper air wlnils 
and for determining the altitude of 
clouds by day. 

II— Aerographs, for attaching on alr- 

1 plane* to record conditions of tem¬ 
perature and humidity at various alti¬ 
tudes in connection with the forma¬ 
tion of ioe on aircraft.

The teletype is practloally an electric 
typewriter through which a paper tape 
moves to receive the letters typed by 
remote control from whatever station 
on the line happens to be transmitting 
By means of this unusual Invention 
teletypes operating automatically on 
the same telephone circuit from one 
end of a route to the other keep all 
airports Informed of Held and weathet 
conditions for the length of the route.

A T A small mining camp in Northern Ontario the 
thermometer registered 45 degrees below zero 
one not unusual morning. A cluster of men stood 
around a ski-equipped airplane, which the pilot 
was just in the act of starting to warm up for 
a trip to civilization. 

The motor was cold after being out in the open all night 
with but a scanty covering of tarpaulin. It took half an 
hour to warm her up, then the pilot gave her the gun. and the 
plane slid gracefully on her skis over the frozen lake, grad¬ 
ually rising higher and higher, circling the camp and then 
heading southward. 

Half an hour later, nearly in sight of his destination, some¬ 
thing went wrong with the feed pipe and the ship came down 
to burrow its nose in a snow bank 10 feet high. As there 
was nothing else to do, the pilot clambered out and began 
walking over frozen lake and snowclad bushland against a 
stiff breeze and a low temperature. 

Twelve miles later found him staggering into the town 
which had been his destination, his face frozen black, his 
legs and hands frozen, his body numb with cold. 

Thawed out, he at once organized a party of 10 men, 
with food and tents, shovels and a small stove, and set out 
the next day for the place where his plane was. 

It took a day to dig the ship out and another to get her 
working again. Then she was ready and the flyer hopped 
off to complete the trip begun four days previous. 

This incident illustrates some of the rigors of Canadian 
winter airplane travel. Fortunately, accidents like this oc¬ 
cur but seldom, but when they do, the pilot who rides the 
northland skies must be ready. 

T HE greatest development in Canadian aviation has 
been in supplying the vast northland beyond the trans¬ 
continental main lines with fast transportation service. 
The hundreds of mining camps which have sprung up in the 
northern sections of every province, and even as far north 
as the Arctic Circle, have made the aerial transportation of 
food supplies, men, mining machinery, fuel, canoes, and a 
hundred and one other accessories of the mining business, 
absolutely essential. 

There never would have been the rapid development of 
the northern mining regions if it had not been for the airplane. 
Where formerly winter travel was by dog sled, and summer 
travel by canoe with outboard motor, today ski-equipped 
planes in winter, and pontoon-equipped ships in summer, ply 
the northern skyways. 

To give an idea of what this northern aviation in itself 
means in round figures, it would not be amiss to state that 
the largest western operator in Canada did more business 
in the northland during 1928 than all the operators together 
did in 1927. 

This concern—the Western Canada Airways—with 28 
planes at its command, conveyed 1,192,057 pounds of 
freight and express during the year, flying a total of 545,009 
miles in 6,870 hours. In all they carried 9,647 passengers 
during the year and 122,1 70 pounds of mail destined* for 
the north. 

T HERE are routes, operated on schedule, just as* are Inc 
routes between cities in the United States, between the 


i ncre win dc airways opened in the west, and more air¬ 
ways in the east. The boat mail this winter was run from 
Montreal to St. John and Halifax, and this service may 
become permanent. 

In the same way passenger traffic between cities will 
grow. To Americans it may seem strange that there is 
not yet in Canada the inter-city passenger air traffic that 
has grown up in the United States, but few inter-city routes 
are to some extent responsible for this. 

This summer, however, there is promised a twice-a-day 
service in tri-motored ships between Toronto and Montreal. 
There is already a Montreal-Albany service, and a Toron- 
to-Windsor service, with a Toronto-Buffalo service in sight. 

The Toronto-Winnipeg jump may be completed this 
year, but it is the biggest jump and is over practically un¬ 
inhabited country. The western inter-city lines will ex¬ 
pand in 1929, according to forecasts. 

The biggest air companies in Canada have amalgamated 
to form one concern which controls everything from the 
Atlantic to the Pacific, and this will have a big effect on 
inter-city air traffic. There is, however, a big passenger 
business going on in the northland. 

A N exploit showing the vision which Canadian govern¬ 
ment officials have in using the airplane for the ex¬ 
pansion of the country was completed last summer 
with the return of six cabin planes from the Hudson Straits, 
where they had been for a full year. 

In the summer of 1927 seven planes with ships, men and 
supplies were sent ti^the Hudson Straits. From three 
bases, daily observation flights were undertaken during that 
summer, winter and the next spring to learn of weather 
and ice conditions. 

There have come down from that northern land tales of 
heroism and difficult flying. Fog which blanketed the 
Straits for a large part of the year became a hindrance and 
a dread which no aviator can fight. 

To go out in a thin haze and strike a heavy fog as the 
patrol was being made, to fly entirely by altitude meter 
and take a chance on not striking some of the towering 
cliffs which line the Straits along its entire length—these 
were some of the hazards the aviators had to face. 
Compasses became useless in places, for the North Mag¬ 
netic Pole was scarcely 500 miles distant. Its powers on 
the needle were such as to vary it 30 and 40 degrees in a 
hundred igiles of flight. Then there seems to be in that re¬ 
gion an everlasting wind which blows between 50 and 60 
miles an hour. 

The difficulties were overcome, and the expedition came 
back with the information it had sought. Occasionally a 
pilot got lost in the chilling fog with the mercury way below 
zero. But with the assistance of natives that these flyers 
always carried with them on their flights, they always man¬ 
aged to get back to the base. 

T HE skyways of the Dominion are, as yet, little devel¬ 
oped. As has been pointed out. Canada's air service 
has been more in the remote regions, beyond the end 
of steel, than in those districts which have adequate fast 
transportation. 

There is no end of possibilities for the airways of Canada, 
for her territory reaches tQ the Pole, and each year planes 
push farther north. 

The airways of the Dominion connecting with the United 
States are as yet few m number. But connections are grow¬ 
ing. In the west there is the new contact from Winnipeg 
south to Fargo, and on the Pacific coast there is the Seattle- 
Victoria-Vancouver service. 

Detroit and Buffalo are contacts now in operation regu¬ 
larly and intermittently, while there is contact from Montreal. 

As more Canadian lines begin to operate in the southern 
part of the counfry more contacts will result, and the network 
of American air routes will soon c onne ct wjth the petwork- 
to-be of Canadian lines.

erraen of the island would row their big clumsy boats 
through the ice rifts in the lake, would drag- the boats over 
large cakes of ice, in the end to arrive at the town of Learn- 
ington to get their mail. 

Then with the precious parcels aboard, the same eight- 
hour task would have to be gone through, with the mail 
sometimes landing at the bottom of the lake. Noth a plane 
makes the mail a possibility for the inhabitants every day 
in winter, and gives them a chance to go ashore as well. 

What the airplane is doing for the inhabitants of Pelee 
Island, it will do for many other isolated villages. 

It is to places such as these that the airmail went previous 
to the summer of 1928. Last summer the boat mail, and 
inter-city mail services were started. Mail from Toronto. 


N ORTHERN aviation into the mining regions is not 
the only development in aerial transportation in Can¬ 
ada, although it is the most interesting, and perhaps 
•he most important. For it must not be forgotten that the 
airplane brings mail to people at these northern camps and 
citleinents which they would not receive nearly as fast by 
any other menus of transportation. Places which only re¬ 
ceived the mail one. a month, if that often, now get it 
through these northern planes two and three times a week. 

There has been a definite policy in the development of 
airmail in Canada. Unlike in the United States, Canada 
did not carry airmail between its cities until last year. This 
service had been confined to remote settlements, to mining 
camps and to points along the St.^awrence River, in Lake 
Erie, places where winter condition! made it all but im¬ 
possible to get mail in by other means. There is one route 
from Quebec to Seven Islands on the St. Lawrence and so 
to Anticosti Island. Steep hills encircle the settlements at 
Seven Islands. They are frozen in in winter, and are diffi¬ 
cult to reach by plane. But where no other means of trans¬ 
portation can get in, the mail planes hover overhead once or 
twice a week, land, if possible, or drop the mail, and go on 
to Anticosti Island in the St. Lawrence. 

Here planes can usually land on the ice outside the 
island, although at breakup and freezing time this is hardly 
Dossiblt.
